Floods Sweep 


Three States; 
Damage Heauy 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 28.—Fourteen 
persons are known to have been killed 
in violent windstorms which tonight 
struck Council Bluffs, Ia., and Louis 
ville, Neb., the latter being fourteen 
miles southwest of Omaha. Six others 
are missing and more than twenty in- 
jured. 1 

Six of those killed were in Council 
Bluffs and the other eight in Louis 
ville. Omaha itself suffered heavy 
property damage, but no lives were 
lost here, 

Shortly after the storm struck Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Indian creek, which flows 
through the center of the city, over- 
flowed its banks and flooded a large 
part of the downtown. section. The 
rear part of the Strand theater, which 
is located near the stream, collapsed, 
but no one was caught in the wreck- 
age. 

Flood Inundates Town. 

The downtown section of the city is 
flooded for more than a mile square. 
Sa. swift is the current in the streets 
that spectators rushing to the scene 
of the tornado were unable to remain 
on ‘their feet. 

A warehouse, several homes, and 
garages were destroyed by a fire which 
started soon after the fornado. The 
fire department, which was called to 
aid in the rescue of marooned persons, 
was unable to come within more than 
half a mile ot the stranded persons or 
the fires. Mare than an hour after 
the first alarm of fire was sounded fire- 
men succeeded in getting water on the 
burning structures,

WALTER S. WARD 
FREED BY JURY 
IN MURDER CASE 


Verdict Is Greeted with 
Applause. 


(Picture on back page.) 

New Tork, Sept. 28.—([Special.]— 
Walter 8. Ward, millionaire baker's 
son, was acguitted of the charge of 
murdering Clarence M. Peters, former 
sailor, after just three hours of de- 
liberation on the part of the White 
Plains jury today. 

A crowded courtroom awaited the 
verdict, and a violent buret of ap- 
plause greeted the foreman's words. 
This soon spread to the crowd which 
had gathered out in the corridors, on 
the front steps, and even in front of 
the building. 

Ward Hears Verdict. 


Ward, sitting pale and drawn in a 
chair facing the twelve men, heard 
Foreman Schilling’s not guilty” 
without the slightest emotion, Isaac 
N. Mills, Ward's chief counsel, brought 
Him out of his coma with a hearty 
handshake. Attorney General Sher- 
man strode to Ward's side and wrung 
his hand. 

Ralph Ward, brother of the acquit- 
ted man, had followed him into the 
courtroom.. As the verdict was pro- 
nounced he turned and ran from the 
courtroom .to an anteroom, where 
waited Mrs. Walter Ward, Mrs. Ralph 
Ward, and Mrs. L. L. Woods, a sister 
of the Wards. 


Ends Sensational Case. 


The acquittal of -Ward brings to a 
Close one of the most sensational cases 
in the history ef Westchester county, 
which began when the body of Clar- 
ence Peters was found on a road near 
Kensico dam a year ago last May.
